The Gold in Alaska,

Washington, July.-Dr. Wimn.
4. Dall, one 0l the curalors
of the National Museum, iy
familiar with the country, in
which the Klidike gold
fields are located through
having been on several geo-
logical expeditions to the
regior in Alaska adjoining
the gold district and says
that in his opinion the re-
ports froni there probably
are not exnggerated. He
said:

“When I way there I did
not find gold, bat knew of it
being taken out in profitable
quantities for 15 years or
more, It was first discoyer-
ed there in 1866. In 1880,
when I was up mn that coun-
try, my last trip having been
made two years, the party of
prospectorg, who make min
ing a profit, started nut. The
gold is found on the various
tributaries of the Yukon and
| have been within acompnr-
atively short distance of the
Klondike fields. I made one
trip to Cirele City, just over
the boundary of Canada.

“The gold bearing belt in
northwestern America con-
tains all gold fieldr extending
into Dritish Columbia, what
is known as thenorthwestern
territory and Alaska. 'The
Yukon really runs along in
that belt for 300 or 600
miles. The bed of the main
river is in the low land ofthe
valley.

“The yellow metal 18 not
found in paying quantitiesin
the main viver, but in the
small  streams  which  cat!
through the mountainsg on
either side, These practical-
lyv wash out the gold. The
tuud and mineral matter 1s
carvied into the main river,
while the gold ig left on the
rough bottoms of these side
streams.  [n most cases the
gold lies at the bottom of
the thick gravel deposits.
The gold ig covered by frozen
gravel in the winter.
